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Chairman Wood called the meeting to order at 8:45 a.m.

RS 29655: Rep. Caroline Nilsson-Troy, District 5, presented RS 29655. The opioid
settlement legislation from 2021 included a sunset clause and did not state who
would administer the funds. This proposed legislation clarifies how expenditure
of the funds shall be recommended to the Governor and the Joint Finance and
Appropriations Committee. It also removes the sunset clause.

MOTION: Rep. Lickley made a motion to introduce RS 29655. Motion carried by voice
vote.
